Some very bright children don't learn to read 
early, even if they have had some 
encouragement. 

Precocious readers almost always remain at 
least average in their reading ability, and 
most stay well above average as they progress 
through school. 

Reading and writing abilities do not 
necessarily develop concurrently. Early 
readers may not be early writers. 

Children who have been exposed to and 
become skilled at rhyming are likely to be 
better beginning readers. 

For later reading development, the most 
important aspect of language acquisition is 
a wide-ranging knowledge of the world and the 
ability to express that knowledge through 
language.
